THE “FURRINERS” AND THE 
ODIOUS “‘M’KINLEY BILL.” 


Foreign nations are much stirred up 
over the McKinley bill. A Paris paper 
—La Liberte—calls this act a “pro- 
digious act of ingratitude toward 
Europe,” which, it declares, has been 
the mother of modern America, and 


udds: ‘‘There are no Americans in 
America, There are only Europeans 
who bave established themselves 


there, taking thither their arts, their 
labor, their resources and their in- 
dustry.”’ This ridiculous assertion 
leads the San Francisco Chronicle 
to remark: 


It is a serious question whether recent im- 
been a detriment to 
this country rather thana help. The asy- 
jum idea has been carried to such ex- 
tremes that we have been cursed with the 
aweepings of almost every country in Eu- 
rope. Such immigrants brought 
neither arts nor labor, rescources nor in- 
dustry, but only masterful mendicancy 
and a hatred of honest labor which have 
censtantly recruited the army of tramps 
and.criminals, If this be the debt to which 
the Paris journal alludes we would gladly 
repay it in kind and _ return’ tho 
entire iminigration of this sort to 
Europe, with interest compounded and 
campounded again. 


Certain itis that any obligation in 
regard to the immigration of foreign- 
ers to this country is not on the side of 
the United States, but of the immi- 
grants, whocome to find advantages 
of which they did not dream in their 
native lands. Uncle Sam could well 
afford to put»down»-the bars perma- 
nently against further immigration, 
and many believe that this country 
would be the gainer by such action... 

We may expect much strong talk 
from over the water and from Canada, 
as a result of the passage of the Tariff 
Bill. I1t seriously interferes with the 
business of these countries: it closes 
up many profitable manufacturing es- 
tablisments and throws thousands of 
men and women out of work, and we 
cannot, therefore, blame them if thy 
or even talk of reprisals. Nor, 
as long as such reprisals are confined 
to tbe imposition of duties, have we 
any right to complain, for, in doing 
this, these countries are merely follow- 


our example, although unwill- 


ingly. 

TE United States Congress, in pass- 
ing the McKinley Traiff Bill, did so 
because it believed it would prove 
beneficial to this country. To believe 
that Congress had any intention of in- 
juriug any other country is as un- 
reasonable as itis absurd. It is, as 
far as we are concerned, purely a 
domestic measure. It is a mvans 
of self-protection. Other countries 
must look out for themselves. We 
bear them no ill-will, but our para- 
mount duty is to our own people. 

THE OVAL COURSE.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.| Orders were issned 
from the Navy Department today to 
the commandant of the navy yard at 
Mare Island, Cal., to accept the cruiser 
No. 5, known as the San Francisco. 
The report of the trial board, of -~which 
Commodore John Irwin was president, 
gave the ship on ber trial trip an aver- 
age speed of 19.663 knots per hour. 
This speed was based ou arun of four 
hours, an allowance of one minute 
forty-two seconds being made on ac- 
count of the necessity for stopping 
the forced draught to the two 
lower furnace air ducts to the boiler 
in the second fire room from forward, 
during the latter part of the run, and 
to all of the furnaces in the forward 
fire room for fifteen minutes. This 
was necessary, for water was discov- 
ered coming into the froward fireroom, 
where it had been used for circulating 
through yuide sprays on bearings and 
crank pins, and the extra water supply, 
of all the eccentrics. It had drained 
into the bilge wells and risen toa poini 
higher than the drain-valve in the 
forward boiler compartment, which 
opens into the main drain that‘ con- 
nects with the bilge-well, and as this 
valve was accidentally open'the water 
from the bilge pump backed up through 
the drain-pipe valve on to the fire-room 
floor, and partially filled the two lower 
furnaces and ducts of the boilers in the 
second fire-room floor. 

Without this allowence of one min- 
ute forty-two seconds, the speed of the 
vessel was 19.518 ‘knots. ‘The board 
states that the cause for closing down 
was entirely outside of the working 
of the engines and broilers, as required 
by the contracts. The vessels speed 
during the last fifteen minutes of the 
run was 20.115 knots per hour and by 
the patent log she averaged for four 
hours 20.604 knots.

An Exciting Day at the New York 
Custom House—Collectors ina

New York, Oct.4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The most intense ex- 
citement prevailed in and about the 
Custom House all day. Whole troops 
of importers and brokeis’ kept 
coming and going.

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—Copyright 1890 by 
the New York Associated Press,] The 
lapse of the anti-Socialist laws has 
led to the renewal of the discussion re- 
garding Emperor William’s attitude 
toward the Socialist question. The 
Cologne Guzetle repeats that the Em- 
peror and all his ministers, with the 
exception of Bismarck, desired the con- 
tinuance of the special act, and were 
ready to accept a permanent act 
in the form offered by the National 
Liberals, - namely, without power 
of expulsion; but Bismarck disagreed 
and the Reichstag was in consequence 
dissolved. The emperior himself. says 
the Gazette, would never have volun- 
tarjiy dispensed with the act. At the 
same time the emperior views the 
death of the laws without regret, con- 
fident of his ability to solve the social 
problem without them by means of 
remedial legislation, depriving the 
party of discontent of their most seri- 
ous grievances. 

The tone of most of the Socialist 
meetings in the past few days was one 
of exultation, but all were perfectly 
orderly. A great meeting was held at 
Brockrauerei.. The men present ap- 
peared to belong to the intelligent 
working classes. They were accom- 
panied by their wives and families. 
Several speeches were made. A sheet 
entitled “Farewell to the Socialist 
Law,” explaining how Christianity 
might have been destroyed in its in- 
ception if the Jewish and Roman au- 
thorities had — imitated the Rus- 
sian police and dissolved every meet- 
ing of its founders, met with a large 
8218, 

Herr Bebel declared in an interview 
that his party would meet the govern- 
ment’s remedial bills on their merits. 
It is notable that at Berlin the elec- 
tions for delegates to the coming So- 
cialist Congress at Hall, all of the men 
elected belong to the moderate section 
of the party.

The North German Gazette, com- 
menting on the Kuiser’s reception in 
Austria, gives a hint which appears to 
confirm the renewed rumors concerning 
a new commercial treaty with Austria.

Why the Santa Fe Made the Colo- 
rado Midland Purchase.

the Santa Fé with the Southern Pacific. 
Tapping the latter at Ogden and Mojave, 
the Union Pacific Northwestren combination 
would stand invincibie, and be abie to con- 
trol nearly ail of the California traffic by 
encompassing an alliance with the Southern 
Pacific. 

To spoil such a game seems to have been 
the object of the Santa Fé people when 
they secured control. of the Colorado: Mid- 
land line. If they secure the Denver and 
Rio Grande Westera they will have.a line 
through to Salt Lake City and Ozden, 
where they can retaliate against the Union 
Pacific-Northwestern combination. If the 
latter attempts to show fight at Mojave, 
the issue is nothing more or less than a test 
of streugth between the bankers, aided by 
Jay Gould and nearly all of the Western 
roads and the Union Pacific-Vanderbilt 
combination, and until that issue is de- 
cided improvement in Western railroad 
affairs cannot be looked for.

ONYX. 
An Arizona Deposit that is Worth 
Millions. 


In the Chamber of Commerce exhibit 
there are two glass show-cases, the in- 
teriors of which are lined with most 
gorgeous specimens of Arizona onyx. 
The pieces are cyt in all sorts 
of fantastic shapes, and range 
from an eighth of an inch to 
two inches in thickness, and from a 
few square inches toa foot or two in 
‘superficial dimensions. In their mark- 
ings they are as varied as the figures in 
a kaleidoscope, no two being exactly 
alike. Some are black and white, some 
pure white, sume of a beautiful pale 
green tint, some solid b.ick-red, and 
others mottled with one or ail of these 
tints. There is about every known 
coler and evéry tint of a color “8 
sented. The polish of the stone is like 
plate-glass. In the thinner slabs it is 
travslucent and almost transparent. 
ite sides of the 
same pieces are often quite different. 

These specimens come from a deposit 
located in Yavapai county, Arizona, 
twenty-eight miles from Prescott. The 
rock lies in imminated strata, 
like iimestone, the layers being 
from a few inches to two feet 
thick. Atope place where there has 
been a break ia the forfmation it can 
be traced to a depth of fifty feet. 
The deeper the penetration from the 
surface the mofe solid bécomes the 
formation, and there is no telling how 
deep it may . The onyx can be 
taken out in slabs of any desired size, 
It is worked about as easily as marble, 
and is hard enough to be susceptible 
of the finest polish. The probability 
‘is tbat it will entirely supplant marbie 
for slats on fine furniture, in the orna- 
mentation of the finest houses and in 
the manufacture of ornaments.

How thé ‘Delicious Fruit Is Raised and 
Shipped to San Francisco—Stern Wheel- 
ers Loaded Down—Orchards Containing 
Thousands of Acres. . 


A man familiar with the fruit growing 
of the Pacific slope said: 

It is worth the while of any tourist to 
California to take a run up theSacramento 
river. Not ore tourist in a thousand does 
this, simply because the ‘attraction’ is not 
advertised. . But such peaches and such a 
trip! lat me tell you about it for the en- 
lightenment of travelers in search of 
something new, and also in the interest of 
general information. 

“The fruit ranches of the Sacramento 
river district are near the river banks or 

evees. The riveris narrow and winding. 
| A fringe of cottonwood trees marks its 
' course for miles. These cottonwoods also 
| make awindbreak to protect the orchards, 
| The Sacramento river fruit which comes 
| east is packed carefully in boxes. It ex- 
| bales leas odor and is duller looking than 
the riper fruit which is ready to goto San- 
Francisco for immediate consumption. It 
is in fact expected to ripen on the way, 
while the consignments for San Francisco 
are in their prime. And here let me sug- 
gest that while California has its mining 
romances, the daring and successful mark- 
eting of green fruits—carried over snow- 
clad monntain ranges and extensive deserts 
over 3,000 miles,in fact, that the palates 
of New Yorkers may be tickled—is some 
thing out of the common. 

. UP AND DOWN THE RIVER. 

“These orchards are as carefully culti- 
vated as a flower garden in the east. There 
is not a weed an inch long, or a blade of 
growing grass between their uniform and 
well trimined rows. They haveasa basis a 
rich ‘bottom lands’ soil and the glorious 
climate of California. They are scattered 
all along the river on both sides. The 
fruit boats which visit them are stern 
wheelers, which plow up the water like an 


old fashioned churn. And here come in | 


the picturesque features of the trip. There 
are no wharves—nothing but bank land- 
ings. Each boat makes trips of two sorts. 
The first is made largely after dark. The 
boat is filled with empty baskets, which 
must be delivered from the city back to the 
owners at their ranches to be refilled.

Compressed Tea. 

An attempt is. being made to introduce 
the use of comp tex. It is claimed 
that it has many advantages over loose 
tea, the chief of whiqh is that the leaves 
being submitted to heavy hydraulic pres- 
sure, all the cells are broken and the con- 
stituents of the Jeaf are more easily ex- 
tracted by the boiling water, thus effecting 
aconsiderable saving in the quantity re- 
quired for use. Its great advantages over 
loose tea, however, would seem to be its 
' more portable character, and, in the case of 
' Jong sea voyages, or for use in expeditions, 
' the reduction of its bulk to one-third. The 
' compression of tea in blocks further, it is 
said, constitutes a real and important im- 
provement in the treatment of the leaf. It 
is claimed that trouble, waste and uncer- 
tainty are avoided and that exactitude in 
mwneasuring is insured. I[t is also alleged 
that by compression the uromatic propor- 
ties of the leaf are retained for a much 


longer period and that it is better pxeserved | 


from damp climatic changes.—New

“The ‘steam cleaning’ of carpets is done 
in huge octagonal cylinders of slats made 
to revolve rapidly by a steam engine. Pro- 
jecting shelves inside the cylinders and 
running their whole length keep the car- 
pets bouncing around violently all the 
time, while the revolving boxes whirl and 
every particle of dust is knocked out of the 
material by the action of centrifugal force. 
That is all there is to the business; it is 
simply a mechanical improvement on the 
colored gentleman and his club. 

“But why do you call that sort.of carpet | 
beating ‘steam cleaning’ when you know 
that it deccives people?” — 

“Simply because every one else does, 
madam, and if we did not’ the public 
would suppose that we were not up to 


| the most advanced methods of our trade.” 


“Goodness exclaimed thecustomer. 
“Is there then no way of having the grease 
spots taken out of one’s carpet?” | 
“Oh, yes,” responded the upholsterer. 
“If you like you can have your carpets 
washed. Leave one here, and a workman 
of ours will first spread it out on the floor 
‘and cover it, as if he were going to shave 
it, with athick lather made from a kind 
of soap specially manufactured for the pur- 
pose. After the lather has all been taken 
off with tin scrapers the carpet will be en- 
tirely free from grease. It will be easier 
to perform the operation without taking 
the carpet up by sending our employe to 
‘““What does it cost to clean a carpet in 
this way?’’ 
“Fifteen cents a yard, madam.” | 
“That seems.a good deal to pay, though 
to my mind it is less of a gouge than the 
bogus ‘steam cleaning’ process you have 
described tome. But does this washing of 
the carpet dispose of vermig?” 
“Not at all. To get rid of them you 
must have your carpet ‘renovated,’ as we 
callit. That is to say, it must be put 
through a special process, the object of 
which is to kill all living things init. Ob- 
serve that great box over there, as big as 
an ordinary room. It is of iron, and inside 


it is surrounded with coils of pipe, through 


which hot air can be pumped by an engine 
below. In this way the temperature inside 
that box can easily be raised to 200 degs. 
Fahrenheit. But 150 degs. is sufficient to 
destroy all living organisms, Suppose that 
a set of furniture is sent down here by its 
owner with information to the effect that 
vermin had got into it. Wesimply put it 
in that iron vault, slide to the door, turn 
on the hot air, and within twelve hours the 
trouble with that’set of furniture is abso- 
lutely cured. The hot air has to be abso- 


_lutely dry*in the box in order to do the 


work at that temperature. Mattresses, 
carpets, curtains, everything, in short, that 
furnishes a house we treatin this way for 
the killing of anything that is noxious. 
‘Renovation’ is a euphemistic term for the 
process.”’ 

“So it would seem that the business of 
getting a carpet really and truly cleaned, 
in every sense of the word, is a pretty ex- 
pensive affair?”

Another weekly paper, 
we Caunot say exactly how much: it 
has had, but we believe $5000-or $6000. 
per annum, running through twenty. 
odd years. Here is $120,000 more. 
From one to 200 other newspapers on 
this coast..as we have before sug- 
gested, have received money. How 
much this would amount to in the ag-. 
gregate is unknown—possibiy ut would 
require railroad officials months even 
to hunt it up. The Call, however, 
would not be surprised if these disin- 
terested helpers of the railroad com-. 
pany have been paid $10,000,000 or 
$15,000,000.

Willison Steckel and year have been published. For the most 


part the arrangements are much the 
same as they were nine years ago. The 
census day is fixed for Sunday, the 5th 
of April. The particulars to be asked 
for in England and Wales are the name, 
sex, age, profession or occupation, condi- 
tion as to marriage, relation to head of 
family and birthplace of every person 
who abode in any house on the night of 
the census day, showing also whether 
‘any such person was blind or deaf and 
dumb or imbecile or lunatic. The only 
new question to be put is one recom- 
mended by the census committee—name- 
ly, where the occupier is in occupation 
of less than five rooms, as to the number 
of rooms occupied’ by him. 

One particular that was asked for at 

the last census and is now omitted, in 
accordance with the committee's recom- 
mendation, is the ‘‘rank” of each person. 
In Scotland the matters to be inquired 
into are thé same as those in England, 
except that the new one does not relate 
to the number of rooms occupied, but is 
whether any person speaks Gaelic only, 
or both Gaelic and English. Neither in 
England, nor in Scotland, nor in Wales, 
it will be observed, is any question to be 
put asto religion. In Ireland, however, 
the ‘‘religious profession” of each person 
is, as before, to be asked for. 

The other information to be obtained 
in Ireland includes the sex, age, birth- 
place and occupation. However, there
